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Abstract. A check-list of the Lithuanian Tipulidae, Limoniidae, Cylindrotomidae, Tri-' 
choceridae and Ptychopteridae families is presented. From the material collected in 
Lithuania 84 species of Tipulidae, 162 - of Limoniidae, 4 - of Cylindrotomidae, 10 - of 
Trichoceridae and 6 - of Ptychopteridae families have been identified. The abundance, 
sex ratio and active period are indicated for each species. 
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INTRODUCTION 


During the years 1982 to 1990 the Diptera fauna of Lithuania was intensively 
studied. This paper deals with the species abundance, flight periods, sex ratio of the 
Tipulidae, Limoniidae, Cylindrotomidae, Trichoceridae and Ptychopteridac families. 
These families are poorly known in Lithuania. VALENTA and PODENAS (1988) men- 
tioned only 11 species of cranc-flies in Lithuania. Other papers concerning these 
families are lacking. 


MATERIALS 


Insects were sampled in different biotopes in all parts of Lithuania; in addition relevant 
Specimens from Museum of Institute of Zoology in Leningrad (ZIN) and Museum of 
Zoology in Kaunas were studied. 
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DISCUSSION 


At present there are 84 species of cranc-flies (Tipulidae) known from Lithuania, which 
belong to 8 genera in all three subfamilics Dolichopezinae, Tipulinae and Ctenophorinac. 
The majority of specics belonged to the subfamily Tipulinae (78) and the genus Tipula 
(58). There are 14 subgenera of g. Tipula represented in Lithuania. 


Limoniidae are presented by 162 species, which belonged to 4 subfamilies: Pediciinac 
- 15 species, Hexatominae - 36, Eriopterinae - 70 and Limoniinae - 41. 

Four species of Cylindrotomidac belonged to 4 different genera, but only 2 of them 
were common. 

There are 10 species of Trichoceridac (g. Trichocera) and 6 species of Ptychopteridae 
(g. Ptychoptera) known in Lithuania.
